day by Karkadale Hamlett, Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction, regard- 
ing tha exchange. of achoolbooks under 
the Stale lextliook adoption, lluinlett 
holda that under the act of IttM all 
publlabers will be reiiulred to lake up 
and exchange books in any coaditlon 
provided they are of the same grade. 
The ruling was made to correct an Im- 
preaalon that has gone out that such 
hooka offered In exchunge would linve 
to he In good condition. On this subject 
the law says: 

Said dealers shall - exchange new 
books for old ones of the same grade, 
displaced by said adoption, at the ex- 
change price herein provided for, dur- 
ing the llr.Mt yiMir of the life of earh and 
every contract made under the provla- 
lons of this act All bids and proposals 
shall set out clearly and specincally itn 
exchange price nt wbl<'h Huch book or 
books shall be furnlHhed to iiupilH and 
pulroiiH whi> may have old honkH of the 
•Hunii' Hohlecl, and which may bo ex- 
changed for new books, and the ex- 
change prioa ithall in all oases be aub- 
ject to the terms of the contract made 
between the State and any publisher 
bidding." 

llamlott'R Interpretation of the law Is 
that the "good condition" clause applies 
only to such books as are held by deal- 
.ers on their shalves, which, of course, 
hnust be taken up by the contractors 
at the original net price. Regarding 
this the law says: • 

"Such new books aa are held In Ken- 
liii ky now, or at any future adoption, 
by purchase by dealers, and In good 
conditions, shall be taken In exchange 
at the original net price by successful 
biddera from such dealers as hold in 
stock auch books."

Realizing that there are many yet 
outstanding, JudRc Littlepage of the 
Kanawha county Circuit Court has ex- 
tended the time limit for the redemp- 
tion of Chesapeake & Ohio exceaa fare 
coupons until July Si.

FOR LIVE STOCK 



TeMtiriK <if ilalry hcrd.i for tubcrru- 
Insls will be conductfd In the future 
under ragulatlonn of the State Live 
Htoek Sanitary board, without cost to 
the ownar and without the total loaa 
of atteh cattle as may be infected. 

Thlb object hsH been preserved in the 
rulea prepared by the bbard. All caitic 
found to be Infected must be killed, 
quarantined or Isolated. Such cattle 
may be shipped for slaughter to any 
market under Onvernment liypection. 
Uutry cows, so Infected, may be Isolat- 
ed and bred, their calves being taken 
from them as soon as bom. 

"The dentructlon of tuberculosis-In- 
fected cattle ha« boen the CHUHe of 
greatest complaint against inspection,' 
a^ld Commiaaioner of Agriculture J. W 
ffeWman. "Our rulea provide that after 
a dairy ceW has been proven to be In 
r<-i'ti-d her milk shall not be given or 
Hold for human consumption, not even 
to the family of the dwuer. Itut, I 
would roughly guess, (hat there are In 
Kentucky too cowa that coat 11,000 
each.
